‘‘Man of La Mancha’ 5 opened 
last night at East Central Junior 
College in Decatur. The bad 
weather and the somberness of 
the book possibly kept the au¬ 
dience small for the opening. 

The annual spring musical at 
ECJC is a major undertaking for 
the drama department, and 
under the direction of Bruce 
Peterson, the students have 
presented some very fine pro¬ 
ductions. “La Mancha” is not 
one of their best efforts 
however. 

Not only is “La Mancha” 
somber but it also has some very 
difficult musical numbers, 
especially vocals for Don Quix¬ 
ote and Aldonza/Dulcinea. The 
well-known “Man of La Man¬ 
cha” and “The Impossible 
Dream” are two of these 
toughies. The play contains 
some 23 vocal numbers for in¬ 
dividual cast members and the 
chorus. 

Wayne Bishop has the role of 
Miguel De Cervantes (Don Quix¬ 
ote) and handled the narration 
well but his vocal capabilities 
were not always up to the dif¬ 
ficult songs./This was true also 
of Harriet Vickers who has the 
role of Aldonza/Dulcinea. Both 
Bishop and Miss Vickers, 
however, did a commendable 
job overall with their speaking 
parts, two very demanding 
roles. At times Bishop needed 
more projection. When he was 
first donning his armor, most of 
his lines weren’t heard beyond 
the first few rows in the 
audience. _ 


Richard Warren iirthe role of 
Sancho Panza, the manservant, 
showed more promise in the 
musical selections, but his vocal 
inflections were sometimes off 
in his straight lines. 

Mike Calvert had the role of 
the Padre. His best vocal was 
“The Psalm” near the end of the 
play. 

Mark Walker as the governor 
and Dave Hackman as Dr. San¬ 
son Carrasco had two in¬ 
teresting roles. 

The chorus did some good 
work, but I was disappointed in 
the stiffness of the dancers in a 
couple of scenes. 

Over the years, I have found 
ECJC’s musicals have been well 
handled and the students-only 
cast serious in their work with 
the productions. This year’ pro¬ 
duction, as I said, is overall a 
good piece of work by the 
students. The play itself is sad 
and depressing, as is the novel 
on which the stage play is based. 
The few moments of levity don’t 
lighten the heaviness of the 
theme. Hopefully, the cast will 
“loosen up” and get more com¬ 
fortable in their roles for the 
Wednesday night performance. 

So many students work with 
the production and deserve 
credit for some hard work both 
onstage and behind-the-scenes
